the corresponding week of 1935. The icspective 
totals were! 1935, $222,996,262. and 1936. $349.- 
238,366. In the tern of Victoria there ie an 
advance of $447,791, and in Vancouver of 
$5,989,734. > 

Whatever the point in bank clearings, at they 
Whet business may be. the figure* we have quoted 
indicate that Canada’s pessimist* will not get hr 
by trying to toll a* that the Dominion it “going to 
the dots."

WHAT TORONTO THINK* 

V1FHEN HON. G M. WEIR. BRITISH 
W Columbia’s Prorinciel Secretary and Minister 
at Education, introduced his State Health Insurance 
BUT in the Legislature he knew hi* proposal would 
meet srith a good deal of opposition both in the House 
and from interests of a varied nature throughout the 
province. 

True, certain minor changes were written into die 
measure as k traveled its constitutional journey, but 
die Minister himself admitted at the outset that he 
would welcome all nsggestiaas for its improvement. 
Now *at k hat become law. however, ha would be 
Ac last to label k perfection. But Ac principle of 
Stele Health Insurance can meet all challenge srith no 
qualms, For a quarter of a century k hat been op¬ 
erating in Great Britain; tha original Lloyd George 
nlaa has been figuratively “soled and heeled” many 
lima*—always with ths object of improving ks ef¬ 
fectiveness. Woe betide any government, so matter 
what ks political complexion, dial moved for ks repeal 
or lay modification of those of its provisions which 
have benefited millions of people. 

But while Dr. Weir and the government in gen¬ 
eral have been subjected to a good deal of criticism 
for embarking upon this scheme' of State Health In¬ 
surants, the opinion of the majority of the people of 
tha province—if letters to the newspapers mean any¬ 
thing at all, and are think they give an impressive 
cross-section of public thought—are, at least, in favor 
of ks anderlying principle, and expect it will do for 
them as much as ks sponsors believe it will.

A most important appropriations k> the federal 
government’s supplementary estimates, tabled ■ the 
House of Commons yesterday, is that covering- im¬ 
provements to the main highways of die national parb 
system. Out of this vote of $850,000 work is to 
b* pressed ahead oo the Big Bend Highway, be¬ 
tween Golden and Revelstoke, the remaining Knk of 
a direct motor road from Vancouver to the prairies. 

After years of somewhat futile work on this 
project it is satisfactory to know that the present gov¬ 
ernment is going to tab it ■ hand and push k to a 
conclusion. Its completion will open ■ beautiful 
scenic route and will itiiqulate a new travel between 
British Columbia and Alberta. Al present much of 
this travel goes through the United States, as the 
route there is not much longer for the Alberta or 
British Columbia motorist that the round-about road 
from Vancouver, south through the Okanagan, and 
north agim by Windermere and Banff. 

The Big Bend Highway will form an essential 
part of the Trans-Canada Highway of the future 1 
The government is showing good judgment in con¬ 
centrating on these essential projects, which will pay 
for themselves in increased travel. At the same time, 
it proposes to improve the roads leading up to its 
Rocky Mountain parb from the international boun¬ 
dary—another project which will' stimulate tourist 
traffic through this .province. 

With the success of the provincial government’s 
hard-surfacing programme last year, British Columbia 
dowly but sorely, after many mistakes ahd much 
waste of money, is beginning to build itself e modern 
highway system which will encourage its own motorists 
to stay here end United Stales motorists to visit n*.
